Committee 


Meeting. 


The proposition to sewer Adeline street 


from 
Xemescal 
clock to the northern 


boundary line of the city was the sub- 
ject of much discussion at the meeting 
of the City Council's Street Committee 
last evening, and the matter was finally 
submitted to a special committee.

iiouses. 
The public health is concern- 


ed whether the house be ol\l or new."

•was sought for him; 
in return, 
the 


Scliley admirers succeeded 
in 
pre- 


venting Sampson's promotion when the 
matter came up in the United States 
Senate; a sword and a home secured 
by public subscription have been pre- 
sented to Sehley with the object 
of 


creating the impression that the peo- 
ple recognize him as the real hero of 
the engagement, ami 
so 
the 
bitter 


strife has gone on interminably until 
it has culminated in the present hap- 
_pening. 


The contest now to be made of the 


whole controversy will be 
no 
small 


part of the history of the Spanish war, 
though in truth it belittles us in 
the 


eyes of other nations to be quarrelling 
among ourselves over the individual 
^possession of laurels won. 
The con- 


tradictions in tlie reports made 
by 


Schley and Sampson will he straight- 
ened out, for Secretary Long can 
be 


relied on to appoint a court that will 
sit without bins or prejudice. 
The 


'fact that Schley and his friends are 
claiming that the slurs and charges of 
cowardice leveled at him In Maclay's 
history were promoted by the Sarnp- 
son faction converts the breach 
be- 


tween the two admirals into a chasm, 
and unless Sampson 
can positively 


prove that he is irresponsible for Mac- 
lay's work the sentiment oC the coun- 
try will turn forever against him, no 
matter what the decision may be as to 
the operations in Santiago Bay.

and paid therefore the rates establish- 
ed by the Council. 
The legality or 


this proceeding was never questioned 
until the present time. 
During 
his 


first term as Auditor Mr. Breed un- 
hesitatingly approved the bills in ac- 
cordance with the established 
prac- 


tice. 
It is not known what 
caused 


him to revise his ideas on the subject 
and so radically alter his construction 
of the city's organic law. ' 1C his lat- 
est opinion be correct all the water 
bills of the city in the past, since the 
adoption of the new' charter, have been 
illegally contracted and illegally paid, 
Jlr. Breed is hiriisclt' liable on his offi- 
cial bond for the bills 
he 
approved 


during: the last- half of the year 1S;io 
and the-first half of the year 1POO. The 
same is Uue of the bills audited 
and 


paid during R. W. Snow's incumbency 
of the Auditor's office. 


It is just as well that the matter be 


authoritatively settled once for all now 
that it has been raised. 
If there be 


f.ny merit in the contention, no mat- 
ter what motive may have inspired it, 
will be demonstrated in a court of law.

following- is a clear and concise state- 
ment of facts that can leave no clouded 
impression as to what are the real con- 
ditions as they have existed 
in the 


past, as they are today, and as they 
are likely to be within a few days if 
the declaration of Mr. Chas. Reimers, 
proprietor 
of Fischer's Bakery, are 


carried out.

Before June 3, 18,01, the cooks 
and 


waiters of the city of Oakland were 
compelled to labor seven "days a week, 
including- every 
holiday, whether of 


secular or religious 
observance. The 


only ponsibility of their obtaining a day 
of rest was through the employing of 
an extra man for that particular day 
at a stated salary far exceeding- the 
amount paid the regularly 
employed 


waiter or cool;, the expense to be borne 
entirely by the one whose place the 
extra man took. The cooks aiKl wait- 
ers o£ Oakland, believing this to be an 
unjust and arbitrary arrangement, per- 
fected an organization known as the 
Cooks' and 
Waiters' Alliance, Local 


No. 31, of Oakland, and 
submitted to 


tht> Employers' Association a schedule 
of demands, which, after some minor 
changes, was accepted and signed by

through their president and secretary. 
The agreement was signed with the 
mutual understanding that the instru- 
ment should remain in force for the 
period of one year from the date upon 
the face of the document.
